Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said Order of the 
Supreme p^urt and in exercise of its powers conferred on 
It by article 324 of the Constitution, read with rules 5 and 10 
of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, paragraph 3, 6 7 
cvj ,„l ,h ® Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) 
Order 1968 and all other powers enabling it in that behalf, 
tbt Election Commission hereby directs, that for the purpose 
of the ensuing elections to the Nine State Assemblies— 

(i) the group of the Jannta Party led by Shrl Chandra- 
shekhar be recognised ad. hoc as a National Party 
under the name of Janata Party (JP) ; 

(ii) the symbol ‘Umbrella’ be reserved for the said 
Janata Party (JP) ; and 

(iii) the said symbol ‘Umbrella’ be omitted from the lists 
of free symbols from all States where it is so in¬ 
cluded in the said list. 

2. In jwrsuftnce of clauses (a) and (d) of sub-para (1) 
and sub-par* (2) of paragraph 17 of the Election Symbols 
(Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968, the Commiasio* 
hereby further directs that the following amendments shall bs 
made to its notification No. 56/79 dated 28th September, 
1979 published as S.O. 557(E) in the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary Part II, Section 3(ii) dated 28th September, 
1979, and as amended from time to time, namely—•
